It  is  no  small  thing  to  plant  a  variety  that  was  thought  to  be  good  and  learn  later 
it  is  inferior,  neither  is  it  good  business  to  plant  and  then  learn  there  are  better  new 
varieties  to  be  had  at  the  John  W.  Hershey  Nursery. 

The  difference  in  cost  between  my  trees  and  others  is  your  warranty  for  getting  better 
stock  and  against  loss  in  transplanting.  Remember,  “The  Hershey  Way  is  the  Safe  Way.” 

*  Many  people  do  not  know  what  is  meant  by  “The  Hershey  Way.”  It  is  the  proper  handling  and 
caring  for  our  trees  while  growing  and  shipping  that  gives  you  the  best  possible  tree  for  your  money. 
One  of  the  out-standing  features  is  the  method  of  wax  dipping  all  stock,  sealing  up  t he  vitality  of  the  tree 
from  the  time  it  is  dug!  until  it  starts  to  grow.  With  this  method  losses  in  nut  tree  planting  fade  out  of 
the  picture,  whereas  with  the  unwaxed  method  ten  to  twenty  per  cent  losses  are  nearly  always  the  rule.

From  then  on  it  will 
increase  in  bearing  by  leaps  and  bounds,  old  trees  bearing  as  much  as  25  bushels  per  tree.

Plant  nut  trees  as  a  hobby — as  an  invest¬ 
ment — for  the  good  of  posterity,  whether  a 
large  grove  or  a  few  trees  it  is  a  paying 
proposition.

America  was  built  by  clear  thinking  minds 
that  knew  what  to  do,  not  because  of  all 
the  above  mentioned  kinds  of  consultations, 
but  because  of  the  close  contact  with  nature 
they  could  hear  the  “still,  small  voice  of 
guidance”  which  seems  dead  in  America 
today. 

You  too  can  create  this  contact  with  na¬ 
ture  by  putting  out  a  grove  of  nut  trees  and 
becoming  intensely  interested  in  it,  have  a 
remunerative  connecting  point  with  nature. 

In  planting  for  ornamental  effect,  we  feel 
there  has  not  been  enough  interest  taken  in 
the  past  in  the  nut  trees.

These  trees  are  propagated  from  native 
trees  which  naturally  do  well  in  this  climate.

The  English  Walnut  and  Filbert  which 
are  exotic,  having  been  introduced  into 
this  country  from  Europe  in  Colonial 
times,  are  by  means  of  the  same  careful 
selection  doing  fine,  with  the  merit  in  all 
nut  trees,  having  fewer  pests  than  fruit 
trees.
